Boyer 
sentenced 
Martin Farrell 
and

Wiley. Philadelphia members of the 
fast-disappearing 
Mais-Legenza 
gang. 
to death in the electric, chair at the 
Western State Penitentiary on a date 
to be set by the Governor of Penna. 
’Hie sentence was imposed in the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer of Bucks 
county as the occupants of a partly- 
tilled court room stood at attention. 
The sentence was pronounced just I* - 
fore the opening of the second week 
of civil court and -tvas heard by a large 
number of women who reported for 
jury duty this week. 
Fifteen 
armed 
officers, 
including 
State Highway Patrolmen, State Po­ 
lite, Sheriff Horace E. Gwinner and 
his deputies guarded the two convicted 
killers as they were brought into the 
court room by two parole officers in 
plain clothes from the Eastern State 
Penitentiary. 
Farrell was extremely nervous as 
ho twitched and squirmed in his seat 
before Judge Boyer called him to the 
bai’ of the Court for sentence. 
“Have you anything to say before 
sentence is pronounced?” Judge Boyer 
asked Farrell, who with Wiley, was 
convicted on the night of March 2 for 
the 
kidnap-killing 
of William 
(Big 
Nose) 
Weiss, 
Philadelphia 
alcohol 
racketeer, 
Farrell whispered to the peniten­ 
tiary guard who stood at the 
the court with him, and then 
to the court, said: 
"I don’t mind this going 
to 
the 
chair, Judge, but I’m being kept in the 
‘klondike’ down 
there at 
the 
Pen 
and that is what I don’t like, I would 
like to have a few privileges before I 
take the rap,” Farrell answer* d. 
" T h a t is a m a tte r that you will have 
to take up with the officials of 
penitentiary,” 
Judge 
Boyer 
Farrell. 
The sentence of death as prescribed 
by law was then read by Judge Boyer, 
ending with the customary 
“and may God have mercy 
soul.” 
Wiley, Farrell’s brotherMn-law, was 
then brought before the bar of Lie 
Court for sentence. The two men e s ­ 
caped last Summer from the Eastern 
Penitentiary through a sewer pipe. 
Unlike Farrell, Wiley did not show 
the least bit of nervousness. 
He had 
nothing to say in 
answer to Judge 
Boyer’s question of ‘‘Have* you any­ 
thing to say before sentence is pro­ 
nounced?” 
It 
took less than five minutes to 
complete the two-man sentence. 
Pre­ 
viously Judge Boyer had handed down 
an opinion refusing a new trial to 
both Farrell and Wiley. 
Exceptions to th* opinion were filed i 
by 
Webster S. 
Ackey, 
Doylestown, 
counsel for Wiley, and by John Betz. 
Jr., of Bristol, 
counsel 
for 
Farrell. 
Similar exceptions were also filed to 
the sentenc e and within a few days, 
ap peals will be taken to the Supreme 
Court of Penna, 
0 
District Attorney Arthur M. E a st­ 
ham then moved that both prisoners 
be rem anded to th e authorities of the 
Eastern 
Stat*' 
Penitentiary to await 
disposition of th*' death sentence im­ 
posed by Judge Boyer this- morning. 
No chances were taken with Far­ 
rell and Wiley on the return trip to 
the “Pen.” 
Both men are considered 
as desperate as any pair of criminals 
on record today, and the cars 
transported th* rn 
escorted and heavily guarded.
